Matt- A few may need your sign-off since they are a bit more informational, less data-driven. 


In general, I want to ask why some providers (like labs) are included on the list, why some providers names are 
duplicated and whether there may be some names listed in error. I’d also like to talk about the challenges DHS 
may have faced in creating this list in a short period of time. Think these two are addressed as specific questions 
below. 


1. The list Matt sent Dec. 21 has more than 1,400 FPP providers. How was this list compiled? 

The list specifically includes providers who have completed the attestation and are eligible for 
reimbursement for family planning services. 

2. How did the short time frame from the law's passage until implementation affect the process? 

a. Matt- Here's something to edit from, but from the provider side, we were able to implement 
The short timeframe did not affect the provider enrollment process. As with any policy initiative, 

DHS works closely with the legislative to understand and follow pending changes. DHS did so with 
the Family Planning Program, and was able to quickly put together the appropriate workgroups and 
teams to implement the changes necessary to transition the Iowa Family Planning Network to the 
Family Planning Program. The process was developed in close consultation with the Attorney 
General's office, the Iowa Medicaid Enterprise and the eligibility division of DHS. For ease of 
implementation, the same services were provided under both programs. This allowed for minimal 
changes to provider manuals and did not require training for coding and billing of services. Providers 
were sent notice through Informational Letters, offered information during Annual Provider 
Training, and details were shared with many provider organizations and advocacy groups. In 
addition, DHS provided an initial one month grace period for providers to complete the attestation 
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to allow for additional time during the launch of the new program. Today, providers can continue to 
attest and participate in the program, just as a provider can for any Medicaid program or service. 

3. When you sent the June 6 attestation letter to all Medicaid providers, how many providers did that go to?

4. How many of those had previously been part of the federal/state Family Planning Network? 

Request sent to the Core Helpdesk for this exact date, to come ASAP 

5. There are a number of specialists on the list who don't know why they are on there. These include 
dermatologists, surgeons and pulmonologists. Are those providers supposed to be on this list? 

Attestations were completed by facilities and clinics, and their participating providers may have been 
included as part of that attestation. 

6. At least 20 percent of the list are duplicate names. In many cases, some providers are listed five, six or seven 
times - often with the same phone numbers. Is there a reason for these multiple listings? Do you think the list 
would be better if they were not there? 

Providers are listed multiple times if they are enrolled with multiple clinics or locations. The provider is 
affiliated with a specific location, and if that location completed the attestation, Iowa Medicaid's provider 
enrollment system recognizes the provider each instance. 

7. Why are labs that don't see patients directly on the list? 

Labs may be included based on the way in which their facility is enrolled with Iowa Medicaid. Though 
labs are not required to attest, based on the enrollment, an attestation may have been completed, and has 
caused the lab to be included on the list. 

8. Jodi Tomlonovic with the Family Planning Council has said she has asked DH5 several times to clean up the 
list. Can you share why that hasn't happened? 

The list is generated automatically from Iowa Medicaid's provider enrollment records. When 
specifically speaking to the duplications, as mentioned above, if a provider is enrolled with multiple clinics or 
locations, our system automatically pulls in the provider multiple times. Iowa Medicaid strives to improve our 
provider lists continually, and is looking at better solutions. 

9. How do you think this list/database could be improved to be more user friendly? 

The list does generate automatically from each provider's enrollment record with Iowa Medicaid. By 
pulling data directly from this system, it offers the most real-time information, as it updates each night. 

However, Iowa Medicaid does understand that due to complex nature of provider enrollment, some confusion 
may be caused. <Matt-Need you to insert something we may be doing or could do to help...>

We received the October 12, 2017 email with the state's termination letter and termination application (to which we 
refer to as the "phase-out report" per STC 8). We don't need anything further from the state regarding the 
termination. We will post the letter on Medicaid.gov under the administrative record. Our standard practice is that the 
state's termination letter suffices as documentation that the demonstration is no longer operating, but if you feel that 
the state needs a written confirmation from CMS acknowledging termination, let me know and I will discuss with my 
leadership. 


In terms of remaining deliverables needed to close-out the final reporting requirements, the state owes the following: 


• Per STC 32, a final demonstration report. The draft final was due 120 days after the end of the demonstration, i.e., 
by October 28, 2017. This report would cover demonstration activities, including phase-out, from the date of the last 
report submitted by Iowa through June 30, 2017; and, 

• Per STC 53, a summative evaluation report based on the state's approved evaluation design. That is due within 18 
months of the end of the demonstration, i.e., by December 2018.

The following explanation will be given at the time the 2017 annual report is submitted to CMS: 

Similar to previous years' annual evaluation reports, the 2017 report describes the impact of the 
demonstration and how the state measured the objectives of the demonstration for the calendar 
year as well as information on previous demonstration years. Based on the verbal agreement 
between CMS and Iowa made on February 22, 2017, an evaluation design was not required for 
the most recent Iowa Family Planing Network (IFPN) demonstration period due to state 
legislation mandating the discontinuation of the IFPN waiver demonstration and the 
implementation of the state Family Planning Program (FPP). Because the 2017 annual 
evaluation report provides a historical summary, including data elements for the objectives 
outlined in previous demonstration period evaluation designs, Iowa feels this report satisfies the 
requirements of STC 32 and STC 53.

Report Summary: Family Planning Program 


Executive Summary 

Introduction 

Pursuant to 2017 Iowa Acts, House File 653 effective July 1, 2017 (SFY2018), the Department of Human Services discontinued 
the Iowa Family Planning Network (IFPN) waiver and created the Family Planning Program (FPP) to replicate IFPN eligibility 
requirements and other provisions. Language within the bill defined who can provide family planning services under FPP. 

House File 653 did not contain language regarding reporting requirements. 
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Background 

The Family Planning Program (FPP) is for men and women who are 12-54 years of age. The FPP helps with the cost of family 
planning related services. The FPP is a state-funded DHS program which replaced the Iowa Family Planning Network (IFPN) 
program. Eligibility and covered benefits did not change. The location where members receive services may have changed. As 
of July 1, 2017, eligible IFPN members transitioned to the FPP. This program allows men and women to get family planning 
services only. This program is a form of limited benefit coverage. It does not meet the Affordable Care Act requirements for a 
minimum essential benefits plan. Covered services include: birth control pills; birth control counseling, limited testing and 
treatment for sexually transmitted diseases (STDs), pelvic exams, pap tests, pregnancy tests, birth control supplies, voluntary 
sterilization, emergency contraception, ultrasounds (if medically necessary and related to birth control services and yeast 
infection treatment. 


Data Metrics 
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As stated earlier, House File 653 did not contain language regarding reporting requirements. However it was the intent of the 
Department to develop, monitor and provide data regarding the transition from the IFPN waiver to the FPP. The Department of 
Human Services assembled a workgroup of internal and external stakeholders to develop data metrics and abstracts that 
articulate data queries. Data workgroup representatives consisted of the Iowa Department of Human Services, Iowa 
Department of Public Health, Family Planning Council of Iowa and Iowa Right to Life. 

The collection and reporting of aggregate data time periods (SFY17 vs. SFY18) demonstrates the transition from IFPN to FPP 
and is provided within the report. The workgroup recognized the importance of collecting valid and reliable data. Data elements 
provided in the report were chosen based on the premise that in order to compare IFPN and FPP accurately the previous 
year’s baseline (IFPN data elements) and logic set must be used. 
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Additionally it was important to note that the FPP and IFPN are programs with limited benefits and declining enrollment due to 
increased health care coverage, as FPP and IFPN do not meet the Affordable Care Act (ACA) definition of ‘minimal essential 
coverage thus two charts (Figure 1: Number of Enrolled Members and Figure 2: Percentage of Enrolled Members Claiming 
Confidentiality) provide a historical trend of aggregate data. ^ 

For purposes of data integrity, data was not eligible for reporting until a “clean claim” was complete. A clean claim is one 
submitted by the provider that includes all payer-required information and (as applicable) supporting documentation necessary 
for payment of the claim. 

Data gathered after the implementation of a new program is generally limited and the analysis of a small data set is 
challenging. This is the case for the FPP program which, at this point, reflects three months of data. Drawing conclusions from 
three months of data should be cautioned. Workgroup members will continue to collect data each quarter and process 
information ongoing. 

Workgroup members have committed to collecting, reporting and considering additional data elements during CY2018. Future 
data elements include however are not limited to, most/moderate effective contraceptive and long acting reversible 
contraceptive (LARC) methods. 

Lastly, data collected for the report comes from a variety of systems, including eligibility and claims systems. Data sources are 
reflected within the report.

Report Summary: Family Planning Program 


Executive Summary 

Introduction 

House File 653 directed the Department of Human Services to discontinue the Iowa Family Planning Network (IFPN) waiver, 
create a Family Planning Program (FPP) to replicate eligibility requirements and other provisions and defined who can provide 
FPP services effective SFY18 (July 1, 2017). Language within the bill defined who can provide family planning services under 
FPP. House File 653 did not contain language regarding reporting requirements. 

Background .4i$& 

The Family Planning Program (FPP) is for men and women who are 12-54 years of age. The FPP helps with the cost of family 
planning related services. The FPP is a state-funded DHS program which replaced the Iowa Family Planning Network (IFPN) 
program. Eligibility and covered benefits did not change. The location where members receive services may have changed. As 
of July 1, 2017, eligible IFPN members transitioned to the FPP- This program allows men and women to get family planning 
services only. This program is a form of limited benefit coverage. It does not meet the Affordable Care Act requirements for a 
minimum essential benefits plan. Covered services include but are not limited to hysteroscopy, vasectomy, tubal ligation, 
colposcopy, birth control exams, birth control counseling, limited testing and treatment for sexually transmitted diseases 
(STDs), pap tests, pregnancy tests, birth control supplies and yeast infection treatment.

Data Metrics 

As stated earlier, House File 653 did not contain language regarding reporting requirements however it was the intent of 
Department to develop, monitor and provide data regarding the transition from the IFPN waiver to the FPP. The Department of 
Human Services assembled a workgroup of internal arid external stakeholders to develop data metrics and abstracts that 
articulate data queries. Data workgroup representatives consisted of the Iowa Department of Human Services, Iowa 
Department of Public Health, Family Planning Council of Iowa and Iowa Right to Life. 

The collection and reporting of aggregate;data time periods (SFY17 vs. SFY18) demonstrates the transition from IFPN to FPP 
and is provided within the report. The workgroup recognized the importance of collecting valid and reliable data. Data elements 
provided in the report were chosen based on the premise that in order to compare IFPN and FPP accurately the previous 
year’s baseline (IFPN data elements) and logic set must be used. 

Additionally it was important to note that the FPP and IFPN are programs with limited benefits and declining enrollment due to 
increased health care coverage, as FPP and IFPN do not meet the Affordable Care Act (ACA) definition of ‘minimal essential 
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coverage thus two charts (Number of Enrolled Members and Percentage of Enrolled Members Claiming Confidentiality) provide 
a historical trend of aggregate data. 

For purposes of data integrity, data was not eligible for reporting until a “clean claim” was complete. A clean claim is one 
submitted by the provider that includes all payer-required information and (as applicable) supporting documentation necessary 
for payment of the claim. 

Data gathered after the implementation of a new program is generally limited and the analysis of a small data set is 
challenging. This is the case for the FPP program which, at this point, reflects three months of data. Drawing conclusions from 
three months of data should be cautioned. Workgroup members will continue to collect data each quarter and process 
information ongoing. 

Workgroup members have committed to collecting, reporting and considering additional data elements during CY2018. Future 
data elements include however are not limited to, most/moderate effective contraceptive and long acting reversible effective 
contraceptive methods (LARC). 

Lastly, data collected for the report comes from a variety of systems, including eligibility and claims systems. Data sources are 
reflected within the report.

Report Summary: Family Planning Program 


Executive Summary 

Introduction : 

House File 653 directed the Department of Human Services to discontinue the Iowa Family Planning Network (IFPN) waiver, 
create a Family Planning Program (FPP) to replicate eligibility requirements and other provisions and defined who can provide 
FPP services effective SFY18 (July 1, 2017). Language within the bill defined who can provide family planning services under 
FPP. House File 653 did not contain language regarding reporting requirements. 


Background 

The Family Planning Program (FPP) is for men and women who are 12-54 years of age. The FPP helps with the cost of family 
planning related services. The FPP is a state-funded DHS program which replaced the Iowa Family Planning Network (IFPN) 
program. Eligibility and covered benefits did not change. The location where members receive services may have changed. As 
of July 1, 2017, eligible IFPN members transitioned to the FPP. This program allows men and women to get family planning 
services only. This program is a form of limited benefit coverage. It does not meet the Affordable Care Act requirements for a 
minimum essential benefits plan. Covered services include but are not limited to hysteroscopy, vasectomy, tubal ligation, 
colposcopy, birth control exams, birth control counseling, limited testing and treatment for sexually transmitted diseases 
(STDs), pap tests, pregnancy tests, birth control supplies and yeast infection treatment. 

Data Metrics 

As stated earlier, House File 653 did not contain language regarding reporting requirements however it was the intent of 
Department to develop, monitor and provide data regarding the transition from the IFPN waiver to the FPP. The Department of 
Human Services assembled a workgroup of internal and external stakeholders to develop data metrics and abstracts that 
articulate data queries. Data workgroup representatives consisted of the Iowa Department of Human Services, Iowa 
Department of Public Health, Family Planning Council of Iowa and Iowa Right to Life. 

The collection and reporting of aggregate data time periods (SFY17 vs. SFY18) demonstrates the transition from IFPN to FPP 
and is provided within the report. The workgroup recognized the importance of collecting valid and reliable data. Data elements 
provided in the report were chosen based on the premise that in order to compare IFPN and FPP accurately the previous 
year’s baseline (IFPN data elements) and logic set must be used. 


Additionally it was important to note that the FPP and IFPN are programs with limited benefits and declining enrollment due to 
increased health care coverage, as FPP and IFPN do not meet the Affordable Care Act (ACA) definition of ‘minimal essential 
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coverage thus two charts (Number of Enrolled Members and Percentage of Enrolled Members Claiming Confidentiality) provide 
a historical trend of aggregate data. 

For purposes of data integrity, data was not eligible for reporting until a “clean claim” was complete. A clean claim is one 
submitted by the provider that includes all payer-required information and (as applicable) supporting documentation necessary 
for payment of the claim. 

Data gathered after the implementation of a new program is generally limited and the analysis of a small data set is 
challenging. This is the case for the FPP program which, at this point, reflects three months of data. Drawing conclusions from 
three months of data should be cautioned. Workgroup members will continue to collect data each quarter and process 
information ongoing. 

Workgroup members have committed to collecting, reporting and considering additional data elements during CY2018. Future 
data elements include however are not limited to, most/moderate effective contraceptive and long acting reversible effective 
contraceptive methods (LARC). 

Lastly, data collected for the report comes from a variety of systems, including eligibility and claims systems. Data sources are 
reflected within the report.
